HERE are the reasons why I, an old 
Republican, intend to cast my 
vote lor Cox and Roosevelt. By 

way of introduction I want to say that 
ray votes for President have Jbeen re- 
spectively for Waine, Harrison, Mc- 
Kinley, Roosevelt, Taft and Hughes. I 
am not, and have not been ,a partisan 
of Mr. Wilson. I think he must be a 
di^icult man; I am wholly out of sym- 
pathy with many of his acts and ap- 
pointments and I have no illusions 
about a Democratic Congress or a Dem- 
ocratic Senate. 

But-as I see the situation now, we 
are coi)||*onted by a Question of great 
prindild nther than by one of policy. 
In oroer to get the facts into focus we 
must go back to the journey of Presi- 
dent Wilson to take part in drafting 
the Treaty of Versailles, The point at 
issue is not what Mr. Wilson might 
have done or shduld Have done; we are 
only concerned with what ht did do. 
This is that he was instiniiri^htal in ' 
getting incorporated into the treaty a 
plan for nations to settle their commQ(i 
affairs in peace. He avowed this to be 
his purpose, and he succeeded. We do 
. not need to agree that it was the best 
method or even a good method; it was 
a method. The League as proposed was 
a compromise, as it was bound to be at 
best ; i)ut it was a start, a real begin- 
ning of that which humanity has been 
dreaming of and praying foif for a 
thousand years. 

Now, for nations or for collective 
bodies of men and women generally to 
work together in harmony, two thmgs 
are needed: the first is a working 
agreement, and the second, which is 
more important, is the requirement of 
faith. TTie quality of faith is very sub- 
tle ; it conies along with our ideals when 
they are born, but hatred and malice 
and anger kill it. We can't start much 
of anything without faith, but with it 
we can do what seems to be impossible. 

When the armistice was signed, and 
for some time thereafter, this faith was ' 
a living thing among the peoples of the 
earth. The delay m formulating the 
treaty strained it', but did not break it. 
The peoples still believed, largely be- 
cause of the splendid part taken by the 
United States, in asking for nothing 
save (Dult tihe world be made safe for 



people who can govern themselves. 
There still abode good will^ and the na- 
tions signed the treaty because they had 
faith. The nations signed — except the 
United States. The United States fail- 
ed. The Republicap majority hi the 
Senate refused to approve. The one 
time to sign the treatv was when tb<B 
other nations did and with the least 
possible delay. Then faith was alive 
among the peoples; now it is dead. 

At this point the opponents of Cox 
and Roosevelt usually interrupt. "Do 
you expect the Senate, of the United 
States,** they ask, "to be a mere rubber- 
stamp to do what the President tells 
them lo do?" No. "Doesn't the Con- 
stitution provide that the Senate shall 
confirm every treaty before it can go 
into effect?" Yes. "Do you want the 
Senate to neglect its obligation ?" Not 
at all. "Then w^y shbuldn't the Sena- 
tors scrutinize the treaty?" They 
should. Here follows usually a torrent 
of intense vitui)erati()n against Presi- 
dent Wilson for not taking "somebody" 
from the Senate^with the ihime of 
Senator Lodge usually iinplied — along 
with him to help formulate the treaty. 
It is hard to get a word in edgewise 
when this flow of talk is started, but 
after all is said and the cool of the even- 
ing is upon us, the fact remains that if 
the treaty had been si^ed without de- 
lay the League of Nations would have 
Had the real start that was contemnlat- 
ed by men of good will; and that its de- 
fects might well ha'Ve been discovered 
and reme<lied all the sooner. This means 
also that the I^eague would have spoken 
with such authority as, very likely, to 
have stopped the bloodshed that is even 
yet ^ing on; it means that great hu- 
manitarian undertakings would have 
been bringing hope out of despair; it 
means that the hundreds of thousancte 
of men and women and children, from 
Danzig clear south to Armenia, who are 
to this day rotting of disease, who are 
writhing ih the black pight of insanity 
from sufferhig, wouW have been 
brought back lo health and decent liv- 
ing conditions. The price of this 
achievement to the precious Republican 
maj6rity in the Senate would have been 
a political advantage to President Wil- 
son, whereas the rule of politics is to 
cripple the opposition. The politicjSll 
advantage to the President is the one 
price that Lodge, Knox, Penrose and 
followers, including the Republican 
Candidate, would not pay. 

It is curious on what little issues 



great events turn. The Repuhlican 
Senators were indignant because they 
could get no credit for making the 
treaty. Of course the making of treat- 
ies is the business of the Executive and 
not of thfe Senate, but they wanted an 
advantage, a talking point, a scare- 
head, a thing to which tney could "point 
with pride as a special Republican 
achievement. When, finally they got 
the treaty they threshed around in de- 
spair until something happened. How 
it happened I do not pretend to know. 
According to gossip, their leader, Lodge 
saw jthe Hon. Elihu Root^ a man of im- 
mense ahility who has rtendered great 
services to the country but who also 
retains a touch of guile. Mr. Root is 
,8aid to have read the treaty and to have 
pointed out a political issue in Article X. 
Whether this is true or not, or whether 
Lodge conjured up his sorry com^y 
out of his own mind, is not Important 
at pr<?sent. The fact remains that Ar- 
ticle X. was scl.H'ted as the talking 
, point. Of course Lodge knew, as every 
intelligent citizen knows, that this 
country cannot go to war except by 
declaration of Congress. It was merely 
a talking point, useful to delay action 
just as the riding of back numbers of 
the Congressional Record is part of a 
si)eech of a Senator who wants to dehty 
a, measure to death. There are plenty 
df 'other features of the proposed 
T>ea,uuo that are open to criticism, but 
here was one that could be made to look 
more important than it was, which was 
what was wanted. So they talked and 
talked until the one thing that could 
have saved the League, was dead:. the 
, qimlity of faith among nations. When 
tniB opportunity for world welfare was 
gone they loaded, the treaty up with 
reservations which destroyed the spirit 
of the agreement and then passed it. 
Whether the President was right or 
I wrong to hazard the attempt to per- 
' suade other nations to accept sucn a 
mutilated proposal is not--very impor- 
tant, anyway. The time to do the right 
thing, the big thing, the time for this 
country to join so as to make the 
League a living body was over. * 

This act, the destruction of the plan 
for world agreement and world peace, 
seems to me a veritable cataclysm of 
dishonor. For a piffling little advan- 
tage, because their feelings were hurt, 
because they were not invited to go to 
Paris and humiliate the President over 
thqre if they pould, those Republican 
Senators with k few Democrats to help 



them, have done this thing to humanftj^ 
Of course they make excuses and s^r 
.the plan neVer would have succeeded: 
any way. But we know that it might 
have succeeded if we had had men df 
igood will instead of men of wrath t* 
repirejaent us in the. Senate. The guilt 
as I 'see it, rests on the shoulders of 
these very men, ^nd I believe it will 
follow them to their graves and hnokSL 
them with isH'ame oil the pages of him- 
tory. 

Now we are asked to vote for one of 
their number who adioiits that he has^ 
not even a policy in regard to the great> 
est guesticjjp before uis and who openhr 
rejoices at the opportunity to yiem^» 
judgment Mid authority to the very 
niien who, with him, have made so nuuqr 
of us ashamed because they caused our 
country to fail the world in its hour of 
need. Have we sank so low that #e 
have lost all the ideals for which onr 
brave boys died ? Did Theodore Roose- 
velt, in his prime, teach us to faltei'f 
Did;Grover Cleveland live in vain? His 
Hearst become the spiritual leader of 
our people? Can't we even tell the 
difference between our own ideals of , 
only a few years ago and this weasel 
shiftiness of partisan politics? What if 
Tammany did help to nominate Cox, 
and what if some of his campaign meth- 
ods are occasionally criticdded? What ' 
are such things compared to the dis- 
honor of our country, tried in the coun- 
cils of the nations of the earth — and, 
found wariting— because it refused tp^ 
play it.s part. Refused to play its piuri 
after our best and bravest had giv^ 
their all so that we might play our part. 
. The sick man in Washington has fin- 
ished his work. He may have some 
faults, but he had ideals of peace Vfit 
good will among nen. Lodge, Knox: 
and their little coterie of politicians, bijr 
their narrowness and their whippit. 
ambitions have killed the -faith tiiat 
made those ideals possible. It does not 
seem honorable to intrust the govern- 
ment and welfare of our people to UieoL. 
If we elect Cox and Roosevelt we shall 
speak to them in the only language they 
can understand. The great opportunity 
is lost, but we can begin again to build 
modestly toward the achievement at 
peace if, between now and Election Dajr 
we can get back our lost ideals ana 
close our ears to the gospel of adfis^tr 
ness and scuttle and broken faftli aMMii 
malice that confuses Republican Iciiid- 
ers of the present day.
